City is a farce and a jok e to a great 
extent, say s Monday ’s 
Kansas City 
Post, editorially . While the saloons 
are practically all closed for fear ui 
losing their license, there is no diffi­ 
culty in getting a drink in many of the 
drug stores and in all of the cheap 
rooming houses. The diÿ iggists 
wh o 
violate the law are careful about their 
transgressions, hot the rooming houses 
sell large quantities of beer and whis­ 
k ey almost openly . 
The Sunday closing law should be 
absolutely and completely enforced or 
it should be repealed at the coming 
session of the state legislature. 
In substantiation 
of its 
editorial 
statement# the Post printed the follow­ 
ing in the first column of its first page, 
tinder scare headlines: 
The lid leak ed y esterday , in a few 
saloons and in many drug stores, but 
n the rocmln:“ 
houses 
that have 
tsprung up since the enforcement of ttie 
Sunday closing law% there was a de­ 
luge. Almost without exception these 
places are directly above a saloon or 
n an adjoining building. No questions 
were ask ed

The proprietor of this oasis in th" 
dry desert of the surrounding neigh­ 
borhood was well repaid for his cut in 
prices to meet competition.

This place also sold whisk ey by the 
drink or bottle ar saloon prices. 
Along Main street from Ninth to 
Fifth street all the rooming houses 
were open and selling beer, wine and 
whisk ey . Higher prices ruled here, 
beer costing fifty cents, while whisk ey 
and the cheaper wines sold at 25 cents 
a drink . 
Several of the places did not 
attem pt to do any business other than 
dispense liquor, the proprietor being 
too busy mak ing change for the pat­ 
rons of the wet goods department. 
On West Ninth street the same state 
of affairs existed. Above almost ev­ 
ery saloon was a rooming house in 
which 
liquoj was sold. In 
one of 
these places a reporter for the Post 
was franly told that the place was 
run by the same management as the 
saloon and the “rooms for rent” sign 
was simply a “stall.” 
“They 
can afford 
to rent these 
rooms during the w^eek to laboring 
men for 15 cents a night,” said the 
negro who waited upon the Sunday 
trade, “but on Sunday w*e can’t stand 
for them. We need the room. A po­ 
liceman comes here on Sunday when 
he needs a drink and there’s no ques­ 
tions ask ed.”
